and eastern Texas 
have been closed to navigation by the 
J tank vegetation of the hyacinth. 
The Sabine river Hisn-** Orange has 
become filled with the plant**, and it Is 
related that these all grew from a few 
I plants carelessly thrown Into th** river 
by some housewife when 
th** plants 
she had in a tub as an ornament 
be 
< ame too numerous. 
The matter has been brought to th** 
attention of th** cit> authorities and 
steps have already been taken to de 
-troy before It is too late all the hya 
eintha at Bam Houston park and thus** 
which have got Into th*- bayou. A boat 
is to be s'-nt along the lower reaches 
and all hyacinths carefully gathered 
and destroyed. 
It is anticipated thai 
there may be some legislative action 
prohibiting the growing of these plants 
near u navigable stream and punish­ 
ing anyone so careless as to throw any 
of them Into a stream which is of any 
use for any puniest*.
